On 
first thought, it does seem somewhat 
nervy for an Alabama concern to get 
up its storehouse of information and 
send its men here to tell the story and 
invite mills to its borders when every 
possible effort ia being made to prc 
vent the inevitable exodus of the in­ 
dustry southward. But,

thought, it seems not so nervy

rather opportune and commendable. ¿ 
Without an exception, perhaps, the 
three hundred exhibitors here recog­ 
nize Alabama’s stragetic position wPh 
referenc to the cotton manufacturing 
industry and they approach the power 
company’s exhibit with seemingly no 
misgivings.

STEAK AT FIVE CENTS A POUND, ANOTHER 
INDU8TRY FOR THE SOUTH 


The west loqpr has enjoyed the dominance of the meal 
market of America, but that domination will be challenged 
if the discovery announced recently by Dr. David Wesson 
chem ical director of the Southern Cotton Oil company 
finds general favor with the public. 
Dr. Wesson announces that a process has been developec 
for the manufacture of steak from cotton seed, which w& 
be sold at about five cents a pound, quite a reduction fronr 
present prices. Those who recall the money, the tim e am 
the effort which are necessary to persuade the publk 
to utilize other by-products o f cotton, will not be surprise< 
if the day of general usage of cotton seed steak is some 
what distant, yet to the South the announcement of Dr 
Wesson is of incalcuable promise.

protein we can get 1,000 pounds of protein for $50, 
or at a cost of about five cents per pound. 
B eef-steak which contain* 20 per cent of protein 
sells for 40 cents per pound, so we are paying $2 per 
pound for the protein. ¿ Synthetic beef steak is al­ 
most within the reach of the research chemist.
